The order of the day for the fecond reading of 
this bill was oppofed by the Chancellor, who con- 
ceived, at this late period of the feflion, it was im- 
péflible.ro give, a bill of this kind that attention which 
it required.

Lord’s objections would come with mose propricty 

than on the marion for a fecond reading, unlefs he 

meant to deny that the principle was a good one. 
The Duke of Richmond coincided with the Chan- 
€ellor, that it was impoflible thoroughly to invelti- 
gate the buGaefs jut at the clofe of Parliament: and 
he (tated feveral objections to the claufes —in parti- 
ealar, to that which would velt a power in the city 
to appoint whom they pleafed, at what falary they 
liked, and to be judges uolimited in point of ex- 

“pence. Eis Grace alfo had a ftrung objection to 

the claufe whiel direéted, that any. perfon offending . 

againit the bill fhould be tried in the city, although 

the offence was committed perhaps in Effex =per- 
haps in Kent, which was fubverting that excellent 
part of the conftitution, which directs, that a man 
fhall be tried by his peers within his vicinage. For 
thefe reafons, he fhould certainly oppofe its going 
into a Confnittee at this late period of the year.— 

Fis Grace condemned the practice of hurrying bills 

through the Houfe at the clofe of a felion, and he 

recommended that io future all fuch halty proceed- 
~ ings. fhould be rzeprobated, where urgeni neceflicy 

did not ftand in the way. 

Earl Stantope thanked the noble Duke for his 
¢ -eandour ; but denied the principle of his argument 
- ta be a good one. It was his Majelly’s fervants 
who fet the example of hurrying bills through Par- 
Jiament at this feafon of the year ; and the beit proof 
ro corroborate that aflertion was the heap of bills 
that lay on the table at this. moment, all of which 
fhould have been brought hy Ors in the feflion, if 
the fervants of the Crown had properly attended 
their duty. - It was therefore rather unfortunate for 
the noaje Duke, that he fhould ufe that as a crimi- 
nal accyfation againft another, which fo ftrongly 
madeva high charge againft him and his colleagues 
in office.” 5 
The Duke of Norfolk perfe@ly coincided: with 
the noble Earl, in the hafty and flovenly manner in 
which the bufinels of bills pafling was conduéted by 
his Majefty’s Minifters ; and he inftanced the bill 
lately brought into the other Houfe, purporting to 
be only for the purpofe of facilitating ‘the recovery 
of {mail debts in the towni of Brighthelmftone, buat 
which when it came to be examined, was found to 
deprive the Courts Baron of al! Suffex of their rights 
and privileges ; which bill, if ever it came to. their 
L.ordthips table, he fhould oppofe in any ftage of its 
progrefs. 

Lord Sydney informed the noble Duke, that the 
Commons had thrown out the bill he glluded' to. 
The Duke of Norfolk faid, he was glad to hear 
it. 

The Chancellor then put the queftion of the fe- 
cond reading for the 1gth of June, and on a divifion 
the contents had it.

Lord Liha denied the allegation,” and oppofed 
the motion. 

Sir John Sinclair fupported his motioa~on con- 
ftitational grounds. It was the law of ‘the land 
previous to the Union ; it forms an atfticle of the 
Union ; and js fapported by feveral precedents in 
the British Parliamear fubfequent to the Union,» It 
was the right of tlie Commas of Scotland he con- 
tended for, confirmed by the folemn decifions of 
this Houfe.. He then moved, ‘nat the cafe en- 
tered on the Journals, 3d December 1703, be read. 
It was read. 

Sir Adam Fergufon obferved, this was decided in 
the firft feflion of the Britithh Parliament... ‘Uhete’ 
were two others; that of Johnftone was particular- 
ly in point. ‘I’hey were alfo read. 

Mr Anfiruther moved, That the decifion of rhe 
2gth of November, fame year, be read. lt was 
read. 

Sir Fobn Sinclair moved, That the cafe of Lord 
Douglas, 15th November 1755, be read. Arter 
this, the Hon. Baronet faid, there were various o- 
ther préeedents that were clear and indifpurdble in 
favour of hig motion, » He concluded with repeat- 
ing it. 

Lord Beauchamp requefted the Hon. Baronet to 
make known whatever other precedents, previous to 
the Union, went in affirmation of his opinion. 

Sir John mentioned them, and they’ were red by 
the Clerk, 

Lord Beauchamp rofe to aflizn his teafans for 
not agreeing t» the motion for Lord Elcho vacating 
his feat, on becoming the elder fon of # S¥orch' 
Peer. They were founded on his con{trugian of an 
article of the Union, which fipulated, rhar no other 
communication of rights aod privileges fhall cake 
place, in cafe of eleftion, than were then in exi- 
ftence. He dwelt mach on the injat.ce of fo nu- 
merous and refpeftable a body of men, as the elder 
fons of all the Peers of Scotland, being precluded a 
fear in the Britith Houfe of Commons. That the 
ufage of the Scotch Parliament was not generally 
known ; and inftanced the period when the elde(t 
fons of Peers fat in the Commons Houfe.. This 
was once the ufage of that Parliament; and there- 
fore, agreeable to it, the éldeft fons of Peers fitting 
in this Houfe, is not an infraction -of the Union. 
All refolurions of Parliament mutt be according to 
the common law of the land; they mult-be founded 
in reaioo, and ratiosal in themfelves. If the refos 
lution of 1798 is therefore not founded in reafon;‘it 
ought not to be deemed binding in the ‘prefent:in- 
ftance. In fupport of his argument, he quoted Bi- 
fhop Burnet, who mentions the partial decifions in 
cafes of eleSions in that Parliament. Every thing 
went in favour of the Court interelt; and the perfons 
mottly concerned in thefe decifions werg ‘Tories, 
The moft fair and honourable way, and the one 
leait produdtive of danger, would be-to leave this 
cafe to the only competent court who could decide 
properly on it, the Committee under the Grenville 
A&. It would be lefs dangerous to permit his no- 
ble friend (Lord Elcho) to fit for the remainder of 
the Parliament, than hattily to decide in the prefeat 
inftance ; and if he was again elected for a Sentch 
diftri@, thar the merits of the cafe would be tried 
by a proper tribunal, appointed for that purpofe,, 
Mhis cafe was interelling 3 itwas like accepting the 
office of a Commiliioner of Excile, whena new. wait 
was iffued of courfe, as directed by a pofitive, aa of> 
Parliament ; this was a new one, and affected ‘the 
fecond rank of the people of Scotland. (If it con-

His Lordhhip,’ after enforcing thefe arguments 
very much at large, moved, That the debate be ad- 
journed, and that a Committee be appointed to exa- 
mine precedents, and report the faine to the Houfe. 

Sir Fames Fobnfton faid there were fix precedents 
in his hand, direétly in favour of Sir Joho Sinclair's 
motion, defended the memories of the Noblenten 
alladed to by Lord Beauchamp, from Toryilm. 
The cafe of Lord Haddo, he faid, was far more 
fadden than the prefent ; for the writ was moved 
for the fame hour it was known io town that his fa- 
ther became a Peer. If the law is wrong, amend 
it; but, whilft it is the Jaw of the land, -obey it. 
Probably he might become a Peer fome day or other, 
but as long as he was a Commoner, he would fup- 
port their privileges. 

Mr Dundas acknowledged it was a great que- 
ftion, but the law was clear on the fubject. There 
was a reciprocity of fituation in the caie. The el- 
deft fons of Scotch Peers may fit for Englifh bo- 
roughs, or counties ; and the eldeft fons of Englith 
Peers may reprefent Scotch boroughs, &c. It was 
only to fpend a Jittle money out of the place where 
their intereft immediately lay, and they fat within 
the fame walls ; as was the cafe of a Noble Lord 
(Maitland) then in his eye (a laugh). He then en- 
tered into a.defence of the precedents adduced 3 of 
the common Jaw of the land ; and of the articles of 
the Union; all of which, he faid, clearly fupport- 
ed the Noble Lord’s vacating his feat. lt was in- 
decd a breach of privilege for him to fit im his pre- 
fent place, and directly againtt the decifions of the 
Houfe. The inftance mentioned by the Noble 
Lord (Beauchamp) of the elde(t fons of Peers fit- 
ting in the Scotch Parliament, was not in point; it 
was before the redu<tion of the reprefentation of the 
people of that kingdom took place. It was at a 
time when al// the frecholders {a and voted in Par- 
liament. But there was no cafe fince the reprefen- 
tation was properly fettled, of the eldelt fon of a 
Peer reprefpnting any place.in the lower Hygufe of 
that kingdom. This was a queltion of privilege, 
and the Noble Lord fat in violation of that privie, 
lege. If he wifhes to try the merits of his cafe be- 
fore a Committee appointed by the Grenville at, 
He was certain of 
the Noble Lord’s influence in that part of the coun- 
try he reprefented ; and he doubted not of his be- 
ing veturoed, if he was fo inclined; but could af 
furg him he would have a competitor, and the que- 
ftion would then be tried. 

Lord E/cho did not want to trouble the Heoufe; 
but he could aifure Gentlemen he did not fee either 
precedent or refolution to jultify the motion for a 
new writ, 

Lord Maitland replied to Mr Dundas’s argu- 
ment. of recipracity ; and complained of the hard- 
{hip Gentlemen muft labour under, if the Honour- 
ably Baronet’s motion is carried. They would 
thereby be deprived of reprefenting that part of the 
country they felt mot particularly for. He defend- 
ed Lord Beauchamp’s arguments, and faid no man 
could be deprived of his right without a penal fta- 
tore for that parpofe. There was no Jaw at prefent 
in exiftence whereon to ground the prefent motion ; 
and if the Houle decided in favour of it, he would, 
at a future period, bring in a bill to alter fo uncon- 
{titutional-a meafure. 

Mr Anftrather wagned his Lordthip of the dan- 
ger of alrering the articles of the Union. It wasa 
terious fubjet to both kingdoms. He affirmed Mr 
Dundas’s affertion, that no elder fon of a Scotch 
Peer fat in the Scotch Parliament, fince the repre- 
fentation was fertled.
